B. If needed it v/ill be possible to charter a 
plane from time to time for men or supplies or both. 

No price has been established for an operation of 
this kind. 

C. At this time all European crews of d 

are being security cleared and it v.dll be 
possible, if the need arises, to charter a plane and 
crew for as long as desired. 
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
